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DEMAND QUIET, PRICES FIRM. 


This Is the Situation in Almost All Sections—Some Jobbing 
Markets Are a Shade More Active— 
Mills Fairly Busy. 


The second week in August finds the New York market 
quiet yet fairly firm, everything considered. The fact that 
prices have held up so well so far this summer is very en- 
couraging, as it shows that there is a strong undertone to 
the market. On this phase of the situation those best in- 
formed on such matters declare that, with but an average 
fall demand, quotations in all grades ought to stiffen con- 
siderably. Stocks on hand with manufacturer, dealer and 
consumer are very small, and in that fact lies the real 
strength of the market. As the end of the dull season is 
only three weeks away it is considered unlikely that any 
general cut in prices will take place within that time. At 
present it is reported that some manufacturers are shad- 
ing their regular quotations in order to keep running till 
the fall demand sets in. Those making the cheaper grades 
of manilas and book papers are the ones accused of this 
price cutting. It is also said that a number of the larger 
manufacturing companies are disposed to concede a little 
in price when a large order is under consideration. Only 
orders calling for shipment within the next few weeks are, 
however, being taken at reduced figures. Contract busi- 
ness is not, as a general thing, being solicited on the basis 
of the lower quotations being made for immediate delivery 
orders. In thus refusing to load up with business at low 
prices the manufacturers demonstrate their confidence in 
the future strength of the market. The volume of new orders 
going to the mills at this time is small, as this is probably 
the dullest period of the midsummer season, being just 
before the turn of the business tide. With the jobbers it 
is also very quiet, as there is a practical suspension of all 
but routine business in the various lines of trade. Manila 
papers, for instance, are not moving, as general retail 
trade with all the stores is dull. Writings and book papers 
are quiet, as the printers are doing little beyond taking 
care of their regular publications. News paper is also 
affected, as August is the lightest month of the year in 
point of consumption of news. Because of the general 
curtailment of consumption incident to the season the 
amount of business being done is small. In view of its 
limited proportions it is a subject of comment that the 
market is so firm. In New York the trouble in the build- 
ing trades, resulting in the idleness of many thousands of 
men, will have its effect on the paper business if it lasts 
many weeks. The previous strike or lockout cut down the 
consumption of manilas appreciably. The present high 
price of meats following the labor disturbances in that 
line has also hurt the sale of manilas and bags. To offset 
the effects of a dull market for all the grades, the shutting 
down for repairs of so many mills at this time is perhaps 
the most potent factor. 


Holyoke Mills Running Light.

Very little can be said about the condition of trade this 
week. The mills are running to some extent, but none of 
them are doing the business that was expected, although 
manufacturers stated business would be erratic during the 
summer and fall. 

Departments in many of the mills are running light and 
although there is not much complaint among the mill men, 
considerably more business could be handled with ease. 

The Parsons Paper Company is doing a fairly good busi- 
ness and could be said to be one of the busiest mills in the 
city. 

There is every reason to believe that the dullness is but 
temporary and that unless buyers are greatly alarmed over 
the fall election business will start up early in September.

Philadelphia Book Market Better. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, August 9, 1904.—Some little improvement 
is noted this week among the book mills, but the gain has 
been slight and business continues a little more than sea- 
sonably dull. A flurry was caused in the market by the 
appearance at the close of last week of representatives of 
New York mills desirous of orders who cut prices regard- 
less of cost. They were successful in taking at least one 
three carload order from the city. But it is not believed 
they secured other orders, for demand does not exist and 
even the inducement of cut prices does not seem to be able 
to stimulate it. Much trade gossip ensued when it became 
known that three jobbing houses had competed strenuously 
for a carload of supers and that the goods went at 3.74Cc. 
The successful bidder today assured THe Paper TRabe 
JourNAL correspondent that the incident did not afford a 
true index of market conditions; that the paper was not a 
high class grade and that it went so low simply because a 
certain out of town manufacturer, whose machine has been 
running on this identical grade, was anxious to secure the 
order and: directly encouraged the jobbers to cut prices 
for it. 

Generally business continues draggy. That the writing 
mills are not busy is made evident by the fact that ship- 
ments are often recorded within forty-eight hours after 
the receipt of the order. Wrapping paper is in practically 
no demand. The straw and box board situation is so un- 
certain that this trade may be said to be demoralized and 
no standard of price is maintained. But even with cut* 
prices there is little volume of business. Manufacturers 
of hangings are awaiting the outcome of the annual meet- 
ing and show of samples which began today in the Gilsey 
House, New York, and will continue for ten days or two 
weeks, before beginning full operations.

Better Trade in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 8, 1904.—There was less com- 
plaint in paper trade circles during the past week than in 
the general trade, which mourns the loss of considerable 
business, though prospects are considered fair and the fu- 
ture is not without its pleasant indications. It is said that 
the volume of trade decreased from 16 to 20 per cent. in a 
week’s time, compared with business during the corre- 
sponding period of last year, but this was not the situation 
in paper trade circles. Most mills reported a slackening 
up, while jobbers had more to say about the dullness than 
any other coterie of tradesmen, yet they admitted that it 
was incidental to the season and in no way reflected future 
depression. The demand for nearly all of the regular 
grades has been fair and prices have been as stable as they 


were during the greatest season of prosperity, it is said. 
All in all, the week, while showing a somewhat smaller 
volume of business, has been fairly satisfactory. The 
paper box and novelty men anticipate an earlier rush than 
usual, owing to the extreme dullness of the recent past. 
There will be plenty to do in some of the novelty plants 
as soon as the politicians get busy. M. V. 


Sicilian Brimstone Statistics. 


The statistics of the Sicilian brimstone industry for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1904, are to hand and show some 
interesting changes in the export movement, the shipments 
to Italy and France having increased greatly, while those 
to the United States show a marked falling off, and this 
latter has been mainly during the second half of the fiscal 
year, says the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter. The total 
exports, however, show an increase of over 20,000 tons, 
and there is a decrease in stocks at the producing centres 
of nearly 10,000 tons. Taken as a whole, the statistics in- 
dicate fairly prosperous conditions, but the large decrease in 
shipments to the United States is viewed with some con- 
cern by the Anglo-Sicilian Company, this country being by 
far the largest consumer of Sicilian brimstone and the con- 
sumption has been of steady growth, while the shipments 
to France, Austria and some other countries have varied 
greatly from year to year, due to the fact that the require- 
ments are dependent, to a large extent, upon weather con- 
ditions which affect the health of the vineyards, the princi- 
pal use being as a fungicide, while in this country its use 
is almost wholly in manufacturing industries, as paper pulp, 
acid, rubber, &c., and these have expanded steadily. The 
causes for the falling off in the demand for this country 
have been the increased use of pyrites and the growth of 
the native brimstone industry. The production of brim- 
stone in Louisiana has increased steadily, and large quanti- 
ties have been consumed at Southern and Western points. 
Shipments to the North were begun early in June and since 
then cargoes have come with more or less regularity to the 
various ports, and Louisiana brimstone has come into active 
competition with the product from Sicily. As the facilities 
for bringing the sulphur to the surface have been greatly 
increased, it is expected that the shipments to the various 
Northern ports will become more frequent and of larger 
volume. This active competition has already had some 
influence on market values, and as the Anglo-Sicilian Com- 
pany will probably endeavor to retain control of the trade 
here, we may look for the usual results. The following

CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


The Board of General Appraisers Makes Known Its Conclu- 
sions as to Importations of Mixed Satinette Rags, 
Linen Thread Waste and Jute Waste. 


Among the tariff decisions rendered late last week by 
the Board of General Appraisers at New York the one 
sustaining the protest of True & McClelland, of Boston, 
Mass., is the most important. The subject of the protest 
was an importation of mixed satinette rags, entered at 
New York, March 15 of this year, upon which a duty of 
10 cents per pound was assessed as woolen rags. The in- 
voiced value of the importation was $228, and the amount 
of the duty at 10 cents per pound was $3,839. As such 
stock had always enjoyed free entry as “fit only to be con- 
verted into paper,” the importers filed a protest against 
the assessment of the tax. 

In his decision General Appraiser Lunt holds that the 
merchandise is not what is commercially known as 
woolen rags, that it is fit only for paper making pur- 
poses, and that if it is not entitled to free entry under 
Paragraph 632 as rags, other than wool, then the stock 
should come in free under Paragraph 648 as rags not 
specially provided for. 

At the hearing on the protest held at the Appraisers’ 
Stores in New York May 17 of this year the testimony of 
about a dozen importers of such stock was heard. This 
testimony was to the effect that the material was paper 
stock and could not be put to any other purpose than the 
making of roofing or other building papers. It was not 
woolen rags, the witnesses stated, as previous to the pass- 
age of the tariff act of 1897 there was a material com- 
mercially known as woolen rags and the stock in question 
did not come under that designation. The fact that woolen 
rags sold for from 2 to 20 cents per pound while the ma- 
terial under consideration was worth less than I cent per 
pound was brought out in the testimony to show that the 
foreign packers would not intentionally put woolen rags 
in the same bales with satinettes. 

The importation under consideration consisted of eighty- 
three bales of mixed satinettes brought in by True & Mc- 
Clelland, of Boston, Mass., for C. B. Hewitt & Brothers, of 
New York, which firm sold them to the Lockport Paper 
Company, of Lockport, N. Y. The local examiner at the 
port of entry having concluded that there was a large pro- 
portion of wool in the rags had a sample of the stock put 
to an analytical test by Dr. Baker, a chemist in the employ 
of the Government at the Appraisers’ Stores. The docter’s 
test showed the presence of 38.57 per cent. of wool fibres 
in the sample sent to him. The effect of this large per- 
centage of wool in the rags was lessened considerably at 
the hearing by the doctor’s testimony, in the course of 
which he said that he did not think the sample sent him 
was a representative one because the woolen pieces in it 
seemed out of proportion to the rest of the stock, the bulk 
of which was satinette rags. 

The decision of General Appraiser Lunt is as follows: 

“The merchandise covered by this protest consists of 
rags imported into the port of New York by True & Mc- 
Clelland, March 15, 1904. Duty was assessed thereon as 
woolen rags at 10 cents per pound, under Paragraph 363 
of the act of July 24, 1897, and they are claimed in the 
protest to be paper stock, crude, fit only to be converted 
into paper, entitled to free entry under Paragraph 632 as 
free as rags not otherwise specially provided for under Par- 
agraph 648. Upon the testimony taken in this case we find 
the merchandise to be rags, invoiced at less than six-tenths 
of 1 cent per pound and valued in this market at three- 
fourths of 1 cent per pound. The same are known in trade 
and commerce as satinettes and are composed variously of 
vegetable fibre and wool fibre. There is a class of rags com- 
mercially known as woolen rags, but rags of the nature 
of this importation are not included therein, the value of 
woolen rags being much greater, ranging from 2 to 20 
cents per pound. Rags of the class in question are used 
in the manufacture of coarse paper such as roofing and 
wrapping paper, and are fit only for such purpose. If the 
enumeration in Paragraph 632 of rags (other than wool) 
can be held to exclude the rags in question, then Paragraph 
648 would seem to cover them. The protest is sustained.”

Linen Thread Waste. 


Judge Somerville last week sustained a number of pro- 
tests on linen thread waste entered at New York in March 
of this year by Gatti, McQuade & Co. and Felix Salomon 
& Co., both of New York. The judge reversed the deci- 
sion of the collector and allowed free entry for the stock 
under Paragraph 632 under the ruling in the Libman case 
recently decided. 





Jute Waste. 


On certain protests against the assessment of 10 per 
cent. ad valorem on recent importations of jute waste en- 
tered at Plattsburgh, N. Y., in the name of F, W. Myers 


& Co., of Rouse’s Point, N. Y., Judge Somerville decided 
last week that the merchandise in question is fit for other 
purposes than the conversion into paper, and for that rea- 
son he overruled the protests, affirming the decision of the 
collector at the port of entry. The principle laid down in 
the celebrated gunny bagging case is relied on by the 
judge as the authority for his decision. 


Suits Against Mead Paper Company. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT ] 

Dayton, Ohio, August 8, 1904.—Suits for $31,500 on five 
promissory notes have been instituted in this city by the 
Teutonia National Bank of Dayton and the Merchants 
National of Cincinnati against the Mead Paper Company. 
The defendants are Chas. D. Mead, Chas. W. Shank and 
H. E. Mead as executors of the last will and as trustees 
of the estate of Daniel E. Mead, deceased. The Teutonia 
National sues for the collection of two promissory notes— 
one dated April 27, 1904, for $5,000, and the other, dated 
April 30, 1904, for $5,000. The suits were filed by Attor- 
neys Gottschall & Limbert and Powell & Howell, of Day- 
ton. The Daniel Mead estate is said to be the real party 
having the controlling interest in the company. The 
late Daniel Mead gave the heirs and trustees the right to 
encumber the real estate, if necessary, in the conduct of 
the business. 

The Mead Paper Company is one of the largest con- 
cerns of its kind in the Middle West, having a mill in Day- 
ton and one in Chillicothe. Both are modern, and together 
represent a reported value of $550,000. The Chillicothe 
plant alone is said to be valued at $350,000. It is one of 
the most complete of its kind in the country. 

The Dayton plant was closed down the past week, as the 
water was out of the hydraulic, but operation was resumed 
later, to the gratification of the company. The difficulties 
attending the filing of the suits for money did not delay 
the company in any way, it is said, though additional suits 
were filed Saturday afternoon by the Merchants National 
Bank of Cincinnati on three promissory notes bearing inter- 
est at 6 per cent. and dated as follows: $7,500 on May 7, 
1904; $6,500 February 22, 1904, and $7,500 on January 7, 
1904. Attorneys Worthington and Strong filed the peti- 
tion. M. V.

Hannawa Falls Power Company Loses. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., August 9, .1904.—A decision handed 
down Friday by the Court of Appeals affirms a judgment 
of $16,518.60, obtained some months ago by Alvin F, Nims 
against the Hannawa Falls Water Power Company. Mr. 
Nims is a contractor and had charge of a portion of the 
work on the Hannawa Falls plant. He claimed a balance 
due of $17,636, which was not allowed by the company or 
its receivers. The case was referred to John Lansing, of 
this city, who awarded a judgment of $20,310.90. The 
Appellate Division reduced this award to $16,518.60 and 
affirmed it. The Court of Appeals now affirms this judg- 
ment and makes it a first lien on the property of the com- 
pany. The affairs of the Hannawa Falls Company are now 
in charge of G. S. Knowlton, as sole receiver.

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THE BLEACHING OF WOOD PULP. 


Rough Classification of Wood Pulps—Conditions That Regu- 
late Bleaching— Determination of the 
Bleach to Be Used. 





Articie I. 


The position occupied by wood pulp as a material for 
the manufacture of all kinds of paper gives this subject an 
importance which cannot be overrated, say R. W. Sindall 
and F. Heckford in the World’s Paper Trade Review. The 
matter requires consideration from three points of view, 
though it is difficult to state the precise order in which 
these should be discussed, as they are all of equal im- 
portance. 

These three points are the economy of the operation, the 
results obtained, and the actual method of bleaching. 

The raw material with which we have to deal is ex- 
tremely varied in composition, and in its behavior toward 
a solution of bleaching powder exhibits many peculiarities 
worthy of our attention. 

The wood pulps usually met with can be roughly classi- 
fied as follows: 

1. Easy bleaching pulps. 

2. Moderately easy bleaching pulps. 

3. Pulps difficult to bleach. 

4. Non-bleaching pulps. 

Now all these terms are exceedingly indefinite, for the 
classification is largely a matter of opinion, and no two 
paper makers would be able to classify a number of pulps 
in the same way. This indefiniteness largely arises from a 
want of a standard to which the wood pulp in its relation 
to bleaching shall be referred. What is to be selected as 
a standard? Shall the color of the bleached wood be re- 
garded as a standard, or shall we regard the percentage of 
bleaching powder consumed in a given time as the standard 
of reference? Or again, shall we merely regard the per- 
centage of bleach used to produce a certain color as the 
standard? In actual practice this latter is really the course 
adopted by each paper maker for himself; but the stand- 
ards of one paper maker are not the standards of another, 
and therefore the adoption of a “color” reference would be 
somewhat difficult. 

It is also a matter of common observation that while a 
passable color can be obtained with a certain percentage of 
bleaching powder, yet the consumption of bleach will con- 
tinue for a considerable length of time if the pulp is allowed 
to remain in contact with the liquor. 

This question of “standard of reference” is not the only 
one which is interesting to paper makers. Another ques- 
tion is the study of the conditions which regulate the 
bleaching of the wood pulp. The paper maker desires to 
know what are the conditions which modify the consump- 
tion of bleach required to produce a color which will give 
him satisfaction. He also desires to be able to regulate all 
the variable conditions so as to produce a definite color, or 
to reduce the time occupied in bleaching, and thus as one 
of the final results bring down the cost of bleaching to a 
minimum. 

We propose to consider this subject from the laboratory

point of view, and then show the exact relation of results 
so obtained to the conditions of mill practice. 

We must not overlook the fact that exceedingly variable 
results are sometimes obtained in this way, and so there is 
a tendency on the part of “practical men” to regard the 
laboratory results as of little value, but this arises from an 
incomplete understanding of the functions of the laboratory 
work. 

We may therefore most profitably discuss, under this 
head, the methods by which we arrive at the determination 
of the bleach used for a given pulp. In doing this it is 
necessary to pay attention to the chemical changes taking 
place during the whole process, and to study the action of 
the bleach liquor from the time that it comes into contact 
with the pulp. Apparently the reaction between the pulp 
and the bleach liquor is a simple one, though actually the 
changes which go on are somewhat complicated. To the 
superficial observer it is merely a question of plenty of 
bleach, plenty of agitation, and the gradual change of the 
wood pulp into a purely white fibre. 

But it may be shown that the process is not so simple, 
for we have to take into account the action of the bleach 
liquor on other compounds than those actually present in 
the pulp at the commencement of the operation, compounds 
produced by the bleach itself in the earlier stages. 

With regard to the pulp itself it is important that we 
should discover and measure the influence of the degree of 
purity of the pulp, because the great differences found in 
actual practice as to the amount of bleach consumed can 
only be accounted for by referring to the constitution of 
the pulp. In other words, we have to determine what ele- 
ments are present in the pulp which cause a high consump- 
tion of bleach, and also we have to show that those constit- 
uents are absent in what is known as an “easy bleaching 
pulp.” 

Further, we have to show the bearing of answers which 
we may obtain for these problems to such questions as the 
probable yield of bleached pulp from a given weight of the 
raw material, and the economy or otherwise of using in- 
ferior brands of pulp. We must bear in mind that price 
is not always the measure of value. A pulp which can be 
purchased at £7 10s. per ton may be a better pulp than one 
which is offered at £8, that is to say, when everything is 
taken into consideration. On the other hand, a high priced 
pulp for which perhaps £9 is being asked may be far su- 
perior to one offered at £7 10s., although it may not have 
the appearance and handle of a superior quality. 

The value of the wood pulp is not entirely determined by 
its strength and its behavior on the paper machine. In the 
case of pulps which are employed because they come under 
the definition of an “easy bleaching pulp” the cost of the 
bleaching process and the ultimate yield of pure fibre are 
important factors, and in some instances the strength of the 
pulp may be neglected, at least to some extent. 

So much then for some of the problems involved in the 
study of the bleaching of wood pulps. 

The first point to which we may call attention is the de- 
termination of the bleach required per ton of pulp, as 
found in the laboratory, and the use of the information so 
obtained in actual mill practice.

THE REEVES APPARATUS 
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WAGES AND PAPER PRICES. 


Results of Government Investigation Into the Cost of Paper 
Preduction and the Wages Paid to Employees 
in the Paper Industry. 


According to the official investigation by the United 
States Government, the paper manufacturers are between 
the devil and the deep sea, at least relatively to other 
manufacturers. On the one hand, the price of the product 
has been very little enhanced while the cost of labor, to 
say nothing of any other elements, has increased. 

The Bureau of Labor of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor in its Bulletin No. 51 published the results of 
its investigation as to the “Course of Wholesale Prices, 
1890-1903." According to this, if the average price from 
1890 to 1899 is assumed to be 100, the average price for 
news paper during 1903 was 84.6 and wrapping paper 95.1, 
or for both together, 89.9. By way of showing the fall of 
prices since 1890, assuming in the same way that the 
average price for the thirteen years was 100, the price in 
1890 for news paper was 127.8, against 84.6 in 1903, and for 
wrapping paper 104 in 1890, against 95.1 in 1903, the fig- 
ures for both together being 115.9 in 1890 and 89.9 in 1903. 

That the paper industry has been an exception to the 
general rule is shown by the corresponding figures for all 
of the numerous manufactured commodities considered in 
the investigation, which show that in 18090 the average 
price was 112.3 and in 1903 111.5. In other words, where- 
as prices for manufactured goods in general were just 
about the 1903 as in 1890, the paper industry 
shows a shrinkage of about 25 per cent. 

The results of another investigation made by the same 
authorities as to the tendency of wages and cost of living 
are published in Bulletin No. 53, of July, 1904. According 
to this there has been a very general shortening of hours 
in the paper industry and a very general increase in the 
rate of wages paid per hour, the increase in rate paid 
very much more than offsetting the decrease in the num- 
ber of hours, so that an employee in a paper mill has 
not only had more leisure but has actually received more 
pay for less work. For example, the hours worked per 
week by backtenders in 1903 was 7.4 per cent. less than 
in 1890, while the rate of wages increased 23.8 per cent. 
Beatermen worked in 1903 11.2 per cent. less hours than 
in 1890 and received 29.3 per cent. higher wages. 
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Incorporated under the laws of the State of Wisconsin December, 1903.

A summary for the whole paper and wood pulp industry 
shows that the hours worked per week have diminished 
7.8 per cent. and that the wages have increased 23 per cent. 
That the employees in the paper industry have fared better 
than the average employee in manufactures throughout the 
country is shown by a summary of all of the numerous 
representative industries investigated, which shows that the 
general decrease in hours worked has been 4.1 per cent., 
while in the paper industry it was 7.8 per cent., and that 
the rates of wages have increased generally but 16 per cent., 
while the paper industry they have increased 23 per cent. 
Only one more comparison is needed to show that the em- 
ployees in the paper industry are getting more benefit from 
the present prosperity than the manufacturers, who, while 
paying higher wages for less work (which means also re- 
duced production), have been unable to get any higher price 
for their manufactured product. While the price of paper 
has remained stationary the cost of other commodities 
which the paper manufacturers have to purchase has en- 
hanced, thus in another respect increasing the cost to the 
manufacturer. 

The cost of living has increased somewhat, but the in- 
crease in rate of wages paid to employees has been in a 
greater ratio than the increase in the cost of living. The 
investigation by the Bureau of Labor gives in detail the 
changes in retail prices of all the principal articles entering 
into the cost of living, and the result as summarized is, that 
if 102 represented the average price in 1890 the average 
had only increased in 1903 to 110.3, or less than 8 per cent., 
while the wages in the paper industry have increased i 
the same period 23 per cent.

A railway company has had to pay 19,000 marks damages 
to the owners of the Flensburg (Germany) Paper Mills.

Female labor is not allowed in the German fancy box 
trade where machines are worked by the action of the feet, 
and the question whether men could be employed has also 
been negatived. The Government stipulates that power 
must be used. 


The Wochenblatt states that general business in Ger- 
many shows signs of improvement, and occasion is taken 
to warn paper makers against inducements for enlarging 
existing works by converting their businesses into public 
companies. As a rule, our contemporary says, it is not so 
much the owners of such works, but rather some 
director out of place at the moment, who in nine cases out 
of ten takes matters in hand. First class banks dealing in 
promotions are, as a rule, well served by experts of un- 
doubted skill, experience and responsibility, but their pro- 
motions are mostly confined to breweries, textile factories, 
&c., such specialties as the paper trade being generally 
avoided. Promoters of the latter description often have to 
go to smaller banks, rather anxious in making deals, and 
not always served by trustworthy experts. The chances of 
profit are generally overrated, hence the disasters and bad 
dividends shown by so many paper companies; in fact, 
many concerns never had any chance of starting on paying 
lines.

The case is of importance, not only to every importer of 
such rags but also to every manufacturer of felt papers, 
and the decision will allay the anxiety and doubt created by 


the first action of the Government. 


Wages and Cost of Production. 


On page 14 we print a review of Bulletins Nos. 51 and 53, 
published by the Bureau of Labor, Department of Com- 


merce and Labor. ‘Those bulletins contain the result of in- 


vestigations by the department into the cost of production, 


the rate of wages, and the cost of living. The investigations 


covered a numbers of years and many lines of manufac- 


ture. Among the industries treated of in the bulletins is 


that of paper, and the figures presented indicate the fact 
that the paper manufacturer is not as pleasantly situated 
as many imagine he is. The price that he receives for 
his goods is lower than it was, while his cost of produc- 
tion has advanced, owing to the fact that he has to pay 
much higher wages, and gets less tonnage because of the 


shorter hours of labor. He is therefore between the devil 


of lower prices on the one hand and the deep sea of 
higher wages and increased cost of production on the 
other. 

Some of the percentages of decrease and increase are 
printed on page 14 and cannot fail to be of intense inter- 
est to every paper and pulp manufacturer. 


The effect of the development of domestic sources of 
supply is shown in the statistics of the Sicilian brimstone 
industry which we publish on page 4 of this issue of THE 
Paper TrRApE JouRNAL. In the company’s fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1903, Sicily sent us 165,242 tons of brimstone, but 
in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1904, she shipped only 
141,365 tons to us, her business showing a decrease of 
23,877 tons in a year. As the United States is by far the 
largest individual consumer of brimstone, the Anglo- 
Sicilian Company, which controls the Sicilian business, is 
naturally anxious as to the indications. 


There is described and illustrated in this issue of THe 
Parer TRADE JOURNAL a coating machine invented and 
patented by Lewis W. Noyes, of Mechanicsville, N. Y. 
Mr. Noyes in his patent specifications states that, whereas 
heretofore only from 150 to 175 feet of paper could be run 
through a coating machine, his machine will produce 300 
feet a minute, and that the product will be of a higher 
grade. The description of the device will be of interest 
to all coaters of paper. 


It is expected the “leasing down” proposition now being 
considered by the board of manufacturers will be adopted. 
Already 1,664 tons of the 1,700 tons needed have agreed 
to abide by the plan, and it is not expected that there will 
be much difficulty in securing the consent of the remaining 
tonnage.

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POWER ECONOMY IN PULP MILLS. 


Arrangement of Grinder Room—Best Development of a Vari- 
able Power— Selection of Turbines—Power Lost Through 
Mill Work—Value of Flashboaris and Pond- 
age—Repairing Leaky Dams—Leakage 
of Turbine Gates.

(Continued from Paper Trade Journal, July 28, 1902.) 
It is surprising to note the extreme to which bad econ- 

omy in the arrangement of turbine grinder plants is some- 
times carried. The extremes of good and bad are inti- 
mated in two plants which have come under the writer's 
observation—one an Eastern mill, in a region where you 
will also find some of the very best mill practice. In this 
mill were twenty-six small, old register gate turbines, do- 
ing only as much when in their prime as one-third their 
number of medium sized modern cylinder gate wheels 
would have done, but which cost, including jack shafts 
and gearing, perhaps twice as much, and take up three 
times as much room. I have not yet discovered a man 
who would install twenty-six small steam engines side by 
side to do the work of one good compound or Corliss, and 
yet the case of the turbines is quite parallel. 

The arrangement of the second plant referred to is 
shown in the sketch, with part of one penstock opened to 
show the turbines. Four turbine runners in tandem, ar- 
ranged in two pairs, on one shaft, each pair discharging 
into a common draught tube, are mounted in one penstock 





and drive two five pocket grinders. The objection to this 
is that to replace or repair grinder A grinder B must be 
also stopped, although B can be uncoupled without stop- 
ping A. A second objection, as here shown, is the danger, 
not always serious, of low turbine efficiency, due to the 
water not having sufficient head room to flow freely to 
the wheel runners from all sides in the iron flume C. 
Were it not for this the number of wheel runners on a 
single shaft could be increased to six or even more, as is 
sometimes done where turbines are set in line in an open 
flume. This arrangement requires a minimum amount of 
space and mill work, with consequent small loss of power. 
It also has an advantage when the head or fall varies 
greatly, as from backwater, as at such times both pairs of 
runners can be used to drive grinder A, cutting down the 
load on each pair, and thus aiding to keep up the speed 
under reduced head. 

In electric power plants a similar arrangement is some- 
times used, excepting that turbine pair C runs on a quill 
shaft, as if, for example, grinder A were driven by turbine 
pair C from a hollow shaft, through which a solid shaft 
from D is extended to grinder B. This has the added ad- 
vantage that either grinder can be run or cut out inde- 
pendently, but it involves the use of more mill work, and 
in general is not to be preferred to the method of placing 
each pair of wheels in an independent penstock, attached 
to one grinder, unless there is large variation in the head. 

Where the water supply of a stream is not constant and 
uniform, but is variable, the arrangement of the grinder 
room should be made with reference to conditions, both 
during low water and at times of abundant supply. On 
variable streams it will usually pay to install turbines and 
grinders of capacity considerably in excess of the minimum 
power of the stream. What the relation between the capac- 
ity of the plant and the minimum, mean and maximum 
power of the stream should be will depend upon the cost 


and availability of help to run the grinders irregularly, cost 
of the additional space and machinery, and the character of 
the power supply, as regards its variability. Rivers with- 
out storage reservoirs differ nearly as much, one from 
another, in this respect as do those with artificial control of 
their flow, from those without such control. Hence, the 
precedent of usage on one river may not be entirely safe 
to apply for a pulp mill on another stream. So wide are 
the variations in conditions that the capacity of a plant 
which can operate to advantage may vary from one-third to 
one and one-half times the average power of the stream, or 
even a wider range in some cases. On a stream with per- 
fectly regulated flow and power, the capacity of the plant that 
could be operated to advantage would, it is here assumed, 
just equal the average power of the stream. The more 
irregular the power and flow of the stream and the larger 
the size of the plant, as compared with the average power, 
the greater will be the proportional time some of the grind- 
ers will be standing idle and the limit will soon be reached 
where the increased output will not be sufficient to pay in- 
terest on the extra investment and a reasonable profit in ad- 
dition. On a flashy stream in which, after the spring 
freshet is past, each rise is sudden and of short duration, 
there will be justified but little expenditure for plant to 
utilize the power of freshet water, and while such streams 
are often the best water yielders per square mile of catch- 
ment area, yet, even with a relatively large installation of 
turbines and grinders a large portion of the power must 
be wasted. In such a case it is well to consider whether 
the cost of machinery that can run only when there is 
abundant water may not be more profitably expended for 
artificial storage which will aid a smaller grinder plant to 
run all the time. 

As a rule, for streams whose waves of flood and drought 
are not short and sudden, it is cheaper to store pulp stock 
than to store water, and extra plant to grind during the 
freshet months only, producing stock to help out the dry 
season output, is a good investment.

Machine for Coating Paper or Like Materials, Invented by 
Lewis W. Noyes, of Mechanicsville, N. Y.— 
Description and Illustrations. 


Lewis W. Noyes, of Mechanicsville, N. Y., has been 
granted patent No. 765,508 on a machine for coating paper 
or like materials. 

Fig. I represents in longitudinal vertical section a ma- 
chine which embodies the invention. Fig. 2 is a top plan 
of same with the parts above the web removed. Fig. 3 
illustrates in top plan a perforated drum, a number of 
rolls and suction devices. Fig. 4 shows in top plan view a 
long endless apron, partly broken away. Fig. 5 illustrates 
in top plan view the long apron with perforations. Fig. 6 
shows in top plan a short apron, partly broken away, and 
Fig. 7 illustrates in detail a rotatable suction roll. 

Similar characters of reference denote like parts in all 
the figures. 

The machine is devised for use in manufacturing paper 
which is coated on one side only. If it is desired to coat 
the paper on both sides, then same is run through the ma- 
chine twice. In this way a better quality of paper is pro- 
duced than with machines which coat the paper on both 
sides simultaneously. 

In Fig. 1 the web of paper w runs from the roll a on the 
reel b over a number of guiding rolls c. A sizing device 
is provided between the roll of paper and the coating de- 
vices. This device d consists simply of a vessel holding the 
sizing material and a large roll d’, around which the web 
of paper runs while passing through the sizing solution. 
Above the sizing device d there are two rolls c’, between 
which the web passes and by means of which an excess of 
the sizing solution is pressed out. After leaving the rolls 
c’ the web passes over some more guiding rolls c and may 
then be subjected to the action of an air blast which is not 
shown in the drawings. Now the web reaches a drum e, 
below which the coating devices are located. From the 
drum e the web passes through the conveyor and over the 
rotatable suction roll on to the drying apparatus. 

The drum e is hollow and has perforations e’. (See 
Fig. 3.) It is provided with a shaft e*, which has perfora- 
tions e* in its middle portion, which is located within the 
drum. The dram acts as a suction roll which draws the 
web tightly down on its top surface. Below the drum 
there is a vessel f, containing the coating material f’. A 
hollow copper roll g is arranged within the vessel f, and 
above same a circular coating brush is permanently mount- 
ed, so that it is in contact with the copper roll g and the 
web of paper. When the machine is in operation, the cop- 
per roll g carries the coating material up to the circular 
coating brush, which in turn deposits the coating material 
on the web of paper. The drum e is surrounded by a 
shield i, forming an almost complete circle. Four brush 
frames k are secured in this shield. The brushes k’ are 
adjustably mounted in these brush frames, so that they 
may be brought down upon the coated surface of the paper 
in the proper position for acting effectively thereon. These 
brushes practically extend across the whole width of the 
drum. 

The shield ¢ around the drum e is interrupted on the 
side where the web of paper enters and leaves same. In 
order to prevent too much atmospheric air from being 
sucked through the drum, whereby power would be wasted, 
an are shaped device / is provided for covering said space 
as far as the perforations go. This device | may be made 
of wood or metal and is covered inside with felt. Near 
the drum e a dancing brush m is located, which acts on 
the coated surface of the web. A suction box is perma- 
nently secured near and below the dancing brush. It has 
a relatively large top surface, which is perforated and ex- 
tends across the whole width of the machine, drawing the 
web tightly down. The side walls of the suction box are 
curved in, and the inner curved side wall corresponds to 
the circumference of an adjoining roll 0. A similar roll o’ 
is provided at a certain distance, and a third roll o* is 
somewhat farther away. These three rolls are substan- 
tially mounted on suitable framework p and carry the end- 
less aprons. A short apron of continuous matérial, which 
is preferably made of rubber, runs over the rolls o o’. A 
long endless and perforated apron gq’, which may be made 
of perforated rubber or wire, runs over the rolls o o* and 
over said short apron g. These two aprons form a double 
or compound apron, which in combination with the other 
parts of the conveyor work very reliably. 

Between the rolls 0 o’ there are a number of small rolls 
r, which form a bed for the short apron g. These bed 
mounted within a suitable box and answer the

stretching devices or set ups s’ s* are secured upon the 
frame p. They reach beyond the aprons and are adapted 
to assist in stretching same. Another stretching device s° 
is located near the roll o* for the purpose of assisting in 
stretching the long apron. One of the bed rolls located 
beneath the short apron is mounted in adjustable bearings 
somewhat below the others, as shown in Figs. 1 and 2. 
This roH r’ may be raised or lowered on either side dur- 
ing the operation of the machine for the purpose of ad- 
justing slack edges. By means of this arrangement the 
web sags, whereby any slack edges are adjusted. If, for 
instance, a slack edge is on the right side of the web, then 
the roll r’ is somewhat lowered on the right side, but when 
a slack edge occurs on the left side of the web then the 
roll will be somewhat lowered on the left side. 

In order to prevent any side play of the aprons, and 
consequently of the web moving over same, there is a guid- 
ing device provided partly on the lower surface of the 
short apron and partly on the various rolls over which said 


apron runs. The short apron has lugs ¢ on its inner sur-

face. Two rows of lugs ¢ are illustrated in Fig. 6, which 
shows the short apron partly broken away. The rolls o o’ 
and the bed rolls r, as well as the lower roll r’, all have cir- 
cular grooves u. The lugs ¢ are so arranged on the short 
apron that they travel in these grooves u, whereby a uni- 
form and steady movement of the short apron is assured, 
and consequently of the long perforated apron and web. 
This guiding device aids in rendering the machine capable 
of high speed. In Fig. 3 two rows of such grooves ™ are 
shown in all the rolls over which the short apron travels. 

Between the rolls o’ o* a supplemental suction box n’ is 
provided, which also extends across the entire width of the 
machine and has a perforated top surface. By drawing air 
out of the box n’ the perforated apron and the web of 
paper will be sucked down on same. This facilitates the 
work of the brushes v, one of which is located directly 
above this suction box, and a number of others which are 
above the short apron. 
the whole width of the machine and are adjustably mount- 
ed, so that they may be raised or lowered, and thereby 
brought into the proper position for acting in the desired 


The brushes likewise extend across

When the web of paper leaves the perforated apron q¢ it 
passes a rotatable suction roll x before entering the drying 
apparatus. This suction roll has perforations x’ in its cen- 
tre portion and is provided with a hollow shaft 2°, which 
has perforations «° The roll is al- 
most completely surrounded by a shield y, as shown in 


in its middle portion. 


detail in Fig. 7. The shield y prevents the atmospheric air 
from being sucked uselessly through the roll. As shown 
in Fig. 1, it is only open at the top where the web of paper 
passes. Above the open part on the roll x a brush wv is 
adjustably mounted the same as the other brushes v above 
described. In addition thereto the suction roll # is run at 
a slightly higher speed than the rest of the machine, where- 
by a steady draft is exerted on the entire web of paper 
which runs through the machine. 

When a web of paper of smaller diameter than the per- 
forated portions of the suction devices is conveyed through 
the machine, then it is desirable to cover the end portions 
of said suction devices. This is done for the purpose of 
preventing atmospheric air from being uselessly drawn 
through the machine. The suction boxes, which are sta- 
tionarily mounted, may simply be covered up on the per- 
forated side ends. The suction drum e¢ preferably is per- 
forated in its centre portion only, and as a rule does not 
require any device for closing off part of the perforations. 
The supplemental suction box may be provided with slides 
n*, which close off part of the perforations, as shown in 
Fig. 3. The suction roll x, which is surrounded by a 
shield, may have part of its perforations closed off by ap- 
plying to its side ends flexible metal sheets y’, which may 
be covered with felt. (See Fig. 7.) These sheets may be 
introduced by removing the brush v above this roll. 

By means of the improved machine the web of paper or 
fabric is conveyed through same in a quick and reliable 
manner, producing at the same time a better quality of 
paper by virtue of the novel system of suction devices. 

It occurs frequently that a roll of paper is unevenly cal- 
endered. When such a roll is run through a coating ma- 
chine it will not lie flat on the bed, and consequently when 
it passes under the brushes the action of the latter on such 
uneven paper produces streaks in the coated surface. The 
object of these suction devices is to suck down or flatten 
the web, so as to avoid the production of imperfect paper. 

Mr. Noyes has also taken out a separate patent (No. 
765,507) for the conveyor. 


A Cheerful Manufacturer. 


E. R. Miller, secretary of the W. E. Caldwell Company, 
of Louisville, Ky., was recently asked his views as to the 
present condition and future prospects of business in his 
line, which is the manufacture of tanks and towers for nu- 
merous purposes, including fire protection, water works 
for smaller municipalities, for country homes, florists and 
nurserymen; also tanks and tubs for distillers, brewers, 
tanners, laundrymen, and the like. He said: 

“Like everybody else, we saw the present lull in busi- 
ness coming. We made up our minds, however, that if by 
any effort on our part we could prevent a curtailment of 
our business, that effort would not be spared. While it is 
probable that the aggregate business in our line has not 
been so prosperous during the last six or eight months, our 
own has increased somewhat, and right along our new or- 
ders have been a littlke more numerous than those of last 
year, which was the most prosperous that we had had in a 
quarter of a century. 

“To begin with, wé made a much more thorough dis- 
tribution of our 1904 catalogue than we had ever done with 
any earlier issue. We directed and shipped out in all over 
four carloads of catalogues. We also made a much more 
thorough exercise of our follow up system used in connec- 
tion with our advertising in the trade papers, and of course 
we kept our salesmen going. The result has been very 
gratifying. We feel that we have had more than our share 
of business, although naturally very little of it has been in 
connection with the building of new plants. One aspect 
of the general reaching after economy has been decidedly 
beneficial to us. Many manufacturers have found, upon 
inquiry, that they could reduce the cost of their insurance 
by using an independent water supply in connection with 
their sprinkler systems} and these have come to us for 
their tank and tower outfitss the first cost of which they 
saved in a short time through the premium economy.” 


Stock Sheds Burned.

BRITISH TRADE TOPICS. 


Statistics as to Employment in Paper Mills—The Pulp 
Markets—Financial Reports of Paper Mills 
—Dividends Paid. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonvon, July 28, 1904.—The Paper Makers’ Association 
has been gathering statistics as to employment in the paper 
mills and the returns appear in the Labor Gazette, pub- 
lished by the Board of Trade. The returns deal with the 
month of May, and relate to 95 paper mills in England, 
viz., 47 machine mills in the North, 25 machine and 5 
hand mills in the South, and 18 machine mills in the 
Midlands. The 
94 of these mills at the end of May, 1904, was 14,612, as 
compared with 14,374 at the end of May, 1903. In the 
Northern district employment was reported as good or 
fairly good at 56 per cent. of the mills, and fair at 23 per 
cent.; in the Midlands 47 per cent. were reported as good 
or fairly good, and 41 per cent. as fair; while in the South- 
80 per cent. were good or fairly good, and to per cent. fair. 
At the other mills employment was reported as quiet or 
slack. 

Employment with makers of writing papers was fairly 
good in May, 1904, and much the same, as in May 


total number of persons employed at 


1903; with makers of printing and news paper it was good, 
and better than a year ago; and with makers of brown 
and grocery papers it was fair. Some short time has been 
worked at a few of the mills during 1904. 

According to the Board of Trade’s own returns branches 
of trades unions, representing 2,414 members, reported as 
unemployed 2.7 per cent. at the end of June, as compared 
with 3 per cent. at end of May, and 28 per cent. at the end 
of June last year. Twenty-eight employers in Scotland 
submitted returns showing that employment was afforded 
4.548 workpeople at the end of June, as compared with 
4,532 at the end of the previous month and 4,408 at the end 
of June last year. 

There is a fair demand for chemical pulps, and easy 
bleaching sulphite for delivery this year is scarce and the 
market is firm. 
is better and.there is a better tone to it. 


The market for other grades of sulphite 
Mechanical pulp 
moves slowly, the demand being light. Higher prices, 
however, are predicted, as stocks are not heavy. 

The report of the St. Neot’s Paper Mill Company, Lim- 
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ited, shows that after allowing for all expenses, including 
£1,000 for mill rent, there remains a credit balance of 
£936 16s. 5d., which, with balance carried forward from last 
year of £374 18s. 2d., makes a disposable balance of £1,311 
14s. 7d. Out of this the directors propose to pay a divi- 
dend of ts. 6d. per share, and after allowing for deprecia- 
tion on dandies at the rate of 5 per cent. and paying de- 
benture interest, carry forward £589 19s. 1d. As £1,644 
10s. od. has been spent on upkeep, renewals and repairs, 
the directors do not propose to write off further deprecia- 
tion 

A dividend of 10 per cent. is announced by the North of 
Ireland Paper Mill Company, Limited. 

In submitting the accounts for the past year the directors 
of A. M. Peebles & Son, Limited, are glad to be able to 
report a continued improvement in the affairs of the com- 
pany. The gross profit, as shown by the profit and loss 
account, amounts to £17,166, and the net, after payment of 
the debenture interest to June 30, and office expenses, di- 
rectors’ fees, &c., to £9,420 6s. 4d., making, with the sum of 
£1,649 17s. 6d. brought forward from last year, a total of 
£11,070 3s. 10d. The buildings and machinery have been 
maintained at the highest state of efficiency, and the amount 
of the necessary expenditure upon them, as shown in the 
balance sheet, has been entirely provided for out of the 
company’s revenue.

Dayton, Ohio, August 8, 1904—There has been a sud- 
den turn in the affairs of the Miami and Erie Canal Trans- 
portation Company this week, the meeting to adjust the 
claims of creditors having come to a sudden halt because 
of the announcement that a reorganization of the company 
would be effected by the issuance of bonds in the amount 
of $3,000,000, by which the electric haulage will be per 
fected and all creditors paid in full. The bonds will be a 
first mortgage lien upon the property and will provide for 
the liquidation of all debts. Paper makers who found it 
necessary to organize the Ohio Boat Company to resume 
traffic on the waterway which had been ruined for two 
years are now assured that the electric propulsion of boats 
will be a success. 

Last week in West Carrollton, a town inhabited largely 
by paper makers, the tracks of the transportation company 
were torn up and the ties and rails pitched down the em- 
bankment. It is not known who did the work, except that 
an organized force met late at night and marched to the 
canal. They say that the canal has been turned into a frog 
pond by the electric mule people and that it was a disease 
breeder. 

In Dayton the “mule” kicked vigorously when County 
Auditor Kauffman, at a meeting of auditors of Mont- 
gomery, Hamilton, Butler and Warren counties, success- 
fully contended for the basis of valuation of $2,000 per 
mile for taxation, though the valuation was reduced in all

Pulp Wood Rafts Leave Upper Michigan Ports. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Aprteton, Wis., August 8, 1904—Two rafts of pulp 
wood have left upper Michigan ports consigned to the 
docks of the Pulp Wood Company and are expected to ar- 
rive at Green Bay in about two weeks, each raft consisting 
of about 4,000 cords of wood. The immense cut of pulp 
wood made last winter still continues to arrive by rail and 
the usual midsummer quietude in the pulp wood business 
is by no means in evidence this year. The pulp wood piles 
in the mill yards are higher than they ever were before. 
As the ground space is well filled the additional wood 
coming in has to go on top of the piles, and the labor and 
expense of taking care of it are increased.
